New York, August 9.—Mrs. Berta 
Hood, 32 years of age, was shot and 
instantly killed at her home in Brook- 
lyn tonight by Ernest Seitz, 24 years 
of age, of Manhattan. Seitz also shot 
and seriously wounded the year-and-a- 
half-old dwugter of Mrs. Hood, and then 
turned the revolver on himself, inflict- 
ing a probably fatal wound. 

Seitz, the chief figure in what prom- 
ises to be the triple tragedy, is 24 years 
Old, and has been living in Manhattan, 
where he is employed as fireman in a 
hospital, since he left Mrs. Hood's 
boarding house, a few weeks ago. His 
leaving was, the police say, at the re- 
quest of Mrs. Hood, who objected to the 
attentions he persisted in paying her. 

Animated, it is believed, by insane 
jealousy. Seitz today appeared at the 
Hood home and, forcing admission, 
made his way to the dining room where 
he found Mrs. Hood wita her year-and- 
a-half-old daughter Alice. 

What passed between them iI!s not 
known, but Mrs. Hood soon fled into 
the front room of the house, Seitz foi- 
lowing her and firing two revolver 
shots, one striking her in the head anu 
killing her almost instantly. 

Returning to the dining room. Seitz 
Shot the child. inflicting a wound in 
the right side of the little one’s head. 
He then fled to the cellar and there 
turned his revolver on himself

GRAND DUKES ARE BARRED 
FROM THE RUSSIAN ARMY 


The Work of Reorganization Has 
Been Taken Up by Caar 
Nicholas. 


St. Petersburg. August 9.—Emperor 
Nicholas today iesued a rescript thank- 
ing the grand duke, Nicholas Nicholas- 
vitch. for his fruitful activity as pres- 
ident of the council for national de- 
fense and relieving him of that post 
in view of the forthcoming revision of 
the reguiations regarding the council 
and the reorganization of -the war 
offices. 

The retirement of Grand Duke 
Nicholas follows close upon the criti- 
cism of grand ducal intrusion into af- 
fairs of state, made in the duma by M. 
Guchkoff. June 9, In connection with 
the discussion of the war department 
budget. The speaker attacked with 
especial vehemence. Grand Duke Nich- 
olas, saying that he-was the principal 
Oobstacie in jhe way of a reorganiza- 
tion of the arms. He also demanded 
the retirement from the army of grand 
duea)] leaders, Who he declared, by 
their circumstances of birth, were not 
amenabie to ordinary discipline. 

The retirement of Grand Duke Nich- 
Olas speaks volumes of the influence 
the duma has acquired over the set- 
tiement of the highest affairs of state. 
Of the four grand dukes, who were 
mentioned in the speech of M. Gucn- 
koff, <jrand Duke Serge Michaelovitch, 
inspector genera! of artillery, also haa 
handed in his. resignation, but thus 
far it has not been accepted. It is said 
that the withdrawal of the remaining 
grand dukes enumerated by M. Guch- 
koff—Peter Nicholavitch. inspector of 
engineers, and Constante Constanti- 
novich, head of the department of mil- 
itary schoois—wiil he effected gradua!- 
ly. in order not to attract excessive at- 
tention.

Official Greeting Is Given to

ROOSEVELT IS EULOGIZED

New Zealand Officials: Pay High 
Tribute to the President — Im- 
mense Crowd Thronged the 
Streets and There Was 
Much Enthusiasm, 


Auckland, New Zealand, August 10 
(Monday).—Cloudy «weather greeted the 
landing today of Admiral Sperry, com- 
mander in chief of the United States 
Atlantic fleet, and his officers, to re- 
ceive official welcome to Australian 
waters at the hands of Prime Minister 
Sir Joseph George Ward, on behalf of 
the government. The landing was made 
at the newly erected quay at the foot 
of Queen street, the city’s principal 
thoroughfare, at the shore end of 
which gn elaborately decorated stand 
had been erected for the reception. 
yrouped about the prime minister were 
the members of the ca@binet and repre- 
sentatives of various towns, boroughs 
and county districts of the dominion. 

Great Crowds on Streets. 

Immense crowds thronged the streets 
and verandas and roofs of houses ad- 
jacent were :imoving masses of human- 
ity. It was a great reception and un- 
bounded enthusiasm prevailed. In his 
address Sir George eulogized President 
Roosevelt as representing the best tra- 
ditions of the common block of Anglo- 
Saxon civilization. 
to Admiral Sperry for President Roose- 
velbt a decorated gold and silver album 
suitably inscribed as a souvenir of the 
visit of the American fleet to New Zea- 
land. 

Then Admiral! Sperry was given a 
briefly illuminated address of welcome, 
enclosed in a gahndsome casket of 
wood, with an inlaid cover, having 4 
design emblematic of New Zealand. 

The American conymander in chief in 
replying to the prime minister said 
that no gresting would appeal more 
strongly to President Roosevelt than 
that coming from a people small in 
number but great in achievements, 

Ties of Blood Strong. 

The reception of the American fleet, 
the admiral continued, showed that the 
ties of blood and friendship meant 
more than people generally understood. 
He described Auckland harbor. as 
magnificent and safe and as exceeding 
any harbor in the Pacific except that of 
Sydney and perhaps Manila. Every fa- 
cility, the naval commander might de- 
sire, was to be had here.
